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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-15 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: although the 
prior art of record having predriver circuits which are turned on and off by latches 
circuits, the prior art fails to teach or disclose the applicant's invention as claimed, 
particularly the feature describing a plurality of first sequential circuits, which receive a
